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We can know little of the inner Jeffer- 
son, but we have the vast legacy of the 
public man, of which these words, written 
in 1774, are a shining instance: “The great 
principles of right and wrong are legible 
to every reader. To pursue them requires 
not the aid of many counselors. The whole 
art of government consists in the art of 
being honest.” \ E
